} Sociely for improring the character and ust fulness of 


Domestic Servanis. 

This newly formed institution has published the 
rules and regulations adopted at its late meeting 
which, as they concern in one way or another neariv 
every citizen, of whatever class, we insert it at 
length omitting only a few unimportant paragraphs 
The state of things in relation to household servants, 
long beea such as called loudly for some expe- 
dient to remedy existing evils, and provide for future 
accommodation. No plan seemed to proniise so 
well as the formation of a society like this lately 


| organized, and, from which the regulations now peb 


ished emanate. We hope, for the convenience and 

eal advantage of both housekeepers and servants, 
that the eXpedient may be crowned with full suc- 
cess. 

A general meeting of the subscribers 
shall be heid annually, on the second Wed- 
nesday of April. ‘ 

The efficers of the society shall consist of 
a president and seven managers, being sub- 


scribers ; who shall be chosen by ballot at 


the anuual meetings. 

Tie Managers shall select an agent, to 
keep ina central part of the city, the Re- 
zister Office of the Society. They are em- 


| powered te regulate his salary, to remove 


him for misconduct, and to appoiat a suc- 
cessor. 

The hours of attendance of the agent shall 
be from 3 until 7 o’clock in the afternoon, 
daily ; but may be otherwise regulated. 

The agent is to apply, in person, to all 


| residents in this city, whose written recom- 


mendations to servants may be presented to 
him ; and to inquire minutely into the cha- 
racter and qualifications of such servants. 
When recommendations are brought from a 
d:stance, he is to write to the parties who 
graoi them; and ts not, in any case, to re- 


| gi-terthe name of a servant, on a written 


cerificate alone, 

No fee or gratuity is to be received from 
servants, on any pretence. 

All-e:van's who have been one year in 


| their last places, and have left them not 


more than three months, without being dis- 
missed for misconduct, shall be entitled to 
have their name registered. 

Servants who are well recomended, 
though they may not have remained more 
than six months in their last place, may, 


| during the first year of this society, be re- 


ported by the agent to the managers, who 
may exercise their discretion in admitting 


| such applicants. 


Persons who never have been servants, 


| but who are desirous to have their names 
registered, must produce satisfactory evi- 
| dence of their good character, and of their 


respective qualifications. 

Nurses of the sick may be registered, 
when they a'e recommended from their last 
two places ; provided that the recommend- 
iti ns are not dated more than three months 
previous to the applications. 

The managers are empowered to award 
premiums to the amount of two gundred 
aud fifty dollars anoually, to such servants, 
living with subscribers, as have distinguish- 
ed themselves by good conduct, and by re- 


WMaining in the same place, two, three. four 


five or more years. From these who have 
been two years in the same places, eight 
muy be selected to receive ten dollars each 
—from those who have been three years in 
the same places, four may be selected, to 
receive fifteen dollars each—trom those who 


have been four years in the same places, 
' 


three may be selected, to receive twenty 
dollars each; and from those who have 
been five yeais or more in the same places, 
two may be selected, to receive twenty-five 
dollars each ; to be presented at the annual 
meetings. 

The managers may, at their discretion, 
add to the number of such premiums, from 
any unappropitated funds of the Society. It 
shall. at all times, be at the option of those 
to whom premiums shall be adjudged, to 
receive them in money, or in medals of 
equal value. ’ 

if any servant shall present to the agent 
a forged recommendation, or a recommend- 
ation that has been granted to another ser. 
vant, the managers are empowered to ad- 
vertise his or her name and offence in the 


newspapers. 

Every pees paying five dollars in ad- 
vance, shiil be a member of this society 
for one year ; and sone but .members shail 
have access to the register.—In addition to 
this annual subscription, twenty-five cents 
shall be paid for each servant that they 
may obtain from the office. 

Any sgbscriber who may give a false, or 
a grossly defective characterof a servant— 
or who may be guilty of enticing or invei- 
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gling away a servant from any other person, 
whether a member of this society or net— 


or be convicted of treating serv nts harshly 
or unjustly, shall be excluded from this so- 
ciety by the managers. : 

Tos eomeddnes Gaal at any time, on the 
requisition of twenty members, convene the 
society, after due notice, for the purpose of 
hearing and determining upon any altera- 
tions or amendments of the rules and regu- 
lations of the society. 

A printed copy of the rules and regula- 
tions shall be affixed to a conspicuous part 
of the office, and a copy shall be furnished 
to each subscriber. 





GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE PRESBYTE- 
RIAN CHURCH. j 


May 26, 1829. 

The General Assembly having witnessed 
with high gratification, the progress of the 
American Colonization Society in a great 
work of humanity and religion, and believ- 
ing that the temporal prosperity and moral 
interests of an extensive section of our 
country, of a numerous, degraded and mis- 
etable class of men in the midst of as, and 
of the vast continent of Africa, now uncivil- 
ized and unchristian, are intimately connect- 
ed, with the success of this institution: 
Therefore, 

Resolved, unanimously, That this Assem- 
tly recommend tothe Churches under their 
care, to patronize the objects of the Amert- 
can Colonization Society, and particularly 
that they take up collections in aid of its 
funds, onthe 4th of July next, or on the 
Sabbath immediately preceding or succeed 
ing that day, and wherever such course may 
be thought inexpedient, to give their assist- 
ance in such manner as may be most condu- 

‘cive to the interests of the general cause.

The committee of overtures reported a 
question from the Synod of New-Jersey, 
which was in substance this :—‘* What 
shall a church session doin regard to a 
member who has been absent for a term of 
years, without any certificate, and his resi- 
dence ynknown, so that he cannot be reach- 
ed or found by the usual process of cita- 
tion.”” 

The Rev. Dr. Miller, from the commit- 
tee appointed on the overture of the Sy- 
nod of New-Jersey, in relation to members 
absent without certificate, &c. reported, in 
substance, as follows :—that the case al- 
though not expressly decided as provided 
for, nevertheless’ embraced by general 
rules and principles—such as these, 

Ist. That every church member is 
amenable to some tribunal, to be dealt with 
for all offences according to God’s hol) 
word, 

2nd. That no man can cease to be a 
member except by death, regular dismis- 
sion, exclusion, or orderly withdrawing to 
some other church, and must continue sul- 
ject to its laws and government, except in 
the cases aforesaid. 

3rd, That a member is chargeable with 
avi Iition of church fellowship, and to be 
censured, who connects himself irregularly 
with any other church, or goes to a distant 
place without giving notice to the session 
of the church to which he belongs, or with 
out asking a certificate of good standing or 
dismissal. ; 

4th. That such a person thus conducting, 
is not to be stricken from the books of the 
Church, but is to be considered responsible 
for his conduct whenever he can be found, 
and to be dealt with according to the word 
of God, and the principles of the church ; 
and that in case his withdrawal be from 
disrespect to church privileges, or to es- 
cape discipline, he is to be suspended, 
without unnecessary delay. 


Extracts from the Report of the Board of 
Missions for 1825. 

From a review of the missionary appoint- 
ments for the last year, it appears that they 
amounted to fifty-four, embracing 168 
months ; exclusive of the stated supply on 
the Sabbath in the region along the Dela- 
ware ; andexclusive of what has been done 
by auxiliary societies 

Reports have been received from 46 mis. 
sionaries. 

The result of Missionary labour has been 
encouraging. Your Missionaries have or 
ganized nine or ten new churches ; they 
have formed Sunday Schools, Bible Class- 
es, and praying meetings. They have 
aroused professing Christians from their 
slumbers, and excited them to greater ac 
tivity, in the service of their Lord and 
Master. They have been instrumental! in 
awakening and converting a number of cure- 
less sinners, and have admitied many to the 
communion of the church. 

In consequeuce of their missions, four of 
your missionaries have been settled as Pas- 
tors over congregations living in their re- 
spective missionary fields. 

The applications for Missionary appoint. 
ments are so numerous, that the funds of 
the Assembly will be very inadequate to 
meet them. It isto be regretted, that the 
funds are so small, and that so few congrega- 
tions take upcollections to aid them. The 

stream which ought to flow into your trea 
sury, is diverted from it, in too many cases. 
Local Missions are important. But, in sup- 
porting these, the congrecations should not 
forget the extensive fields which this As 
sembly have to cultivate. While churches 
are maintained in the settled parts of our 


country, by Missionary aid, the inhabitants 
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lof the destitute regions in which churches 


are yet to be formed, and the attention to he 
ligion kept up by occasional preaching, are 
not to be neglected. Whe Board are desi- 
rous of contracting the limits prescribed to 
their Missionaries; and they have been tn 
the habit of aiding feeble congregations, 
who have stated pastors, by emg loying their 
pastors as Missionaries on Missionary ground 
for « partof their time. In this manner not 
a few have been assisted. But the Board 
cannot resist the calls for relief that are di- 
rected to them from these infant settlements 
where the people are poor wnd widel. scat- 
tered. There the inhabitants are in danger 
of falling into a state of heathenism. By 
occasional preaching, the people are tanght 
to remember that the gospel is desirable, 
and its ordinances to be sought. Germs ot 
churches are discovered; and, in the 
course of a few years, as the population in- 
creases, churches may be formed, and the 
way prepared for the regular settlement of 
the gospel miuistry. ' +h 

It is all important, that the Missionary 
funds of this Assembly should be increased. 

In concluding this report, the Board 
would state that very few Presbyteries have 
reported on Missionary subjects. 





Theological Seminary at Princeton.—The 


thirteenth annual report of the Managers of | 


this Seminary has been published. The 
present number of siudents is stated to be 
one hundred and five. Public benetactions 
for the support of necessitous students, 
amount the past year to 1 038 dollars. Four 
new scholarships have been founded since 
the last meeting of the General Assembly, 
one by the Ladies in Augusta, Geo, ; ano- 
ther by a lady in Charleston, S. C. ; another 
by a gentleman at Red Hook, N. Y.; and 
the 4th by a gentleman of Jamaica, L. t.— 
Information is also received, that the late 
Benjamin Smith, Esq. deceased, late of Ehi- 
zabeth-Town, ind Mr. John Keith, deceas- 
ed, bate of Bucks county, Pa. have each be- 
queathed 2,500 dollars to endow scholar- 
ships in the Seminary, The whole oum- 
ber of scholarships is now sixteen. The 
expenditures of the institution, for the en- 
suing year, are estimated at $6.900; the 
regular income at 4901 dollars, lesving a 
balance of 2,000 dollars to be provided for 
by the General Assembly.—New. Sent.

Report of the Central School at Batticotta. 
Cie Central Boarding School under the 
care of the Rev. Daniel Po-r, st Batticot- 
ta, it will be remem-red, is designed as 
prepzratory to a native college, which the 
missionaries hope to establish, and a plan 
| of which was detaiied in our last number. 
Of this school an account -has been trans- 
mitted, designed as the First Anuual Re- 
port of its state and progress. The school 
was commenced on the 22d of July, 1823, 
avd the Reportis dated Jan. 22,1824 Ihe 
original number of scholars was 36, con- 
sisting of those who had been lonvest un- 
der instruction in the several boardin. 
schools. One had been dismissed, ani! 12 
others, not previously connected with the 
| mission, received ; making the number at 
| the date of the R. port, 47. 

At the time of writing the Report, the 
boys were all occupied in the stady of En- 
glish grammar and arithmetic, and in atten- 
tion to Tamul literature, with the excep- 
tion of those adiiited without having pre- 
viously attended any of the boarding schools, 
who were pursuing English studies only 
ln arithmetic, they nad been exercised m 
the siople rales ; and in English grammar 
were aitending to plain etym logical pars- 
ing. A part of their time is also occupied 
in writing familiar senteoces in English and 
Tamul. In reciting, they translate thei 
lessons from English into Tamul, and re- 
cite t em in both languages, The English 
language ts chiefly used in giving instrac- 
tion—the Tamal only when it is necessary 
to explain the L-oglish. 

Formation of a Bible Association. 

In speaking of one of the weekly meet- 
ings, it is said.— 

One obvious and pleasing effect of this 
meeting is, that it has led to the formation 
of an Auxiliary Bible Association in Batti- 
cotta. At the formation of the Association, 
which took place on the 26th of Decem- 
ber, four natives, connected with the school, 
addressed the meeting, and acquitted them- 
selves well. The parents of two of them,

mised the enjoyment of their wonted reli 
gious privileges. A treaty with the British 
govern nent secures to its Protestint su 
jects the right (on making applicati mn) of 
building churches and holding meetings. 
Viv Parvin was taformed, on good anthori 
tv, that the same privileges would be ex- 
tended to Americana; and adds, * [ see no 
reason to doubt, that, if application should 
immediately he mide to government, to 
buil'l a Protestant church here, it would be 
granted.”

M+ Compere, of the Mission 
ary establishment among th» Creeks, to the Editar 
of the Sowhern Lotelligencer. 
Wishington Station, May 19, 1825. 

The late treaty conciuded between some 
of the Creeks and the Commissioners of the 
United States, is viewed by the Indiis in 
general asa treacherous and inhuman tracs 
action 3 as it was not done with the consent 
af the Nation. It was sizned by Generil 
Wintosh, who, at that time, was one of the 
three principal chiefs, afew inferior chiefs, 
oat of upwards of five hundred of a similar 
grade, some dishanded chiefs, andseveral 
persons who had not arrived at years of dis- 
cretion. The rest of the chiefs and head 
men refused to sign. and this they did opon 
principle, feeling themselves bound by ther 
own laws, which positively forbid any per 
son, on pain of death, not only to sell the 
land but even to propo-e it. Acting und: 
the influence of their owe iw, and firmly 
persuaded that to remain in their present 
p ssessions would conduce more to thei 
own hippiness, the happinessof their wives 
and children, and to that of the nation in 
general, they inthe most d+ iberate manner

A MILITARY EXECUTION. 

An officer tormesty attacbed to the British army 
in Spam, has recentiy pub ished, in one of the to- 
reign journals, an tuteresting aarrative of the events 
of his campaiga. It embraces the annexed affvct- 
ing story of the execution of deseriers, in compli- 
ance with the stern decree of military laws. Li will 
not diminish cur repugnance to all the acts of war 
that such scenes and sufferings are incidental to ar- 
mies, not even when engaged in hostile conflict. 

fhe writer trom whom we quote, thus miroduces 
his account. 

“ f had ridden towards the front one morning, for 


the purpose vl wgsitisin a trend, whew | learnt that 


three men had been seized a f widiays before, half 


way between the two charms of posts, aad that one 
of them had confessed that th iv in eation was to 
desert A court martial was nomediately ordered ,; 
he prisoners were Ccondemoded to be shot; and this 
wa ch the sentence was to be car- 
ried in oexecition. | cousequentiy found the divie 
sion, OW my arrival, geliing “uder arms , and being 
informed of the. circumstances, I determined, after 
a short stiuggie with my feelings, to witness the 
proceeding. 

it was, altogether, a most solemn and 
inpressive spectacle. The soldiers took 
their stations aod tormed their ranks, with- 
out speaking a word ; and they louked at 
ne another with that peculiar expression, 
which, without seecmmg to tuply any suspi- 
cicn of the impropriety of the measgre, in- 
dicated great reluctance to become specta- 
tors of it. Tne same feeling: videutly per- 
vaded the minds of the officers. Indeed 
y ucoud aliao-t perceive the sort of shud- 
der wiarch ran through the (rames oi ali who 
ere on parade. 

The place appointed for the execution 
was a litite elevated plan, a few hundied 
varisin front of the camp, and vear the 
pli quet from wineh the culprits had desert 
ed. Hither the different battalions directed 
their steps, andthe whole division being 
fo med into three =11es of a hollow square, 
the men grounded their arms, and stood 
-till. At the vacant side of this square, a 
gave wa- dug, the earth which had been 

geavated being il-dupon its opposite bank, 
wid this, as the event prover, was the spot 
to be occupiet by the prisoners. 

We had stood thus about five minvutes 
when the wath ‘d droms o' the Corps { 
which the culprits belonged were hea d 
beating the dead-march ; and they them- 
elves, handcaffed and surroanded by theiy 
guard-, made their appearance. One wa. 
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a fine young coan, tall, and well made; ano. 
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her was a dark, thick set, little man, about 
thirty years of age ; and the third had no- 
thing remarkable in his countenance, except 
an expression of deep cunning and treache- 
| hey all moved furward with consider- 
able firmness, and took their stations on the 
mound, when attention being ordered, a 
«ff officer advanced into the centre of the 

«quare, and réad aloud the proceedings of 
the court. By these, sentence of death 
was passed upon all three, but the most vil- 

linous looking among them was recommend- 

edto mercy, on the score of his having add- 

ed the guilt of treachery to his other 

crimes, : 

As soon as the reading was finished, the 
prisoners were commanded to kneel down 
upon the ground, and a handkerchief was 
tied over the eyes ofeach. While this was 
doing, | looked round not so much from cu- 
riosity as to give relief to my own excited 
feelings, upon the countenances of the sol- 
diers. They were, one and all of them, 
deadly pale, whilst the teeth of many 
were set closely together and their very 
breaths seemed to be repressed. It was 
altogether a most harrowing moment. 

The eyes of the prisoners being now tied 
up, the guard was withdrawn from around 
them, and took post about ten yards in their 
front. As soon as this was done, the same 
staff officer who bad read the proceedings of 
the trial, calling to the informer by: name, 
ordered him to rise, for that the commander 
of the forces had attended to the recom- 
mendation of his judges, and spared his life. 
But the poor wretch paid no attention to the 
order. I question, indeed, whether he 
heard it, for he knelt there as if rooted to 
the spot, till @ file of men removed him ina 
siate of insensibility. What the feelings of 
his companions in crime must have been at 
this moment I know not, but their miseries 
were of short duration ; for a signal being 
siven, about sixteen soldiers fired, and they 
were instantly numbered with the dead. 
The little man, I observed, sprang into the 
air when he received his wounds, the other 
fell flit upon his face ; but neither gave the 
slightest symptom of vitality after. 
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OURANG OUTANG. 

An animal of this species, but much smalier than 
that described in another part of our paper, has 
been seut to this country from Batavia, and arrived 
at Boston on Thursday week. He died immediately 
after. Besides his resemblance in form to mankind 
he is said to have possessed many traits of the hu- 
man character.

Comparatively speaking, the great 
difficulty is not to obtain Bibles for distribu 

tion, nor in finding individuals willing to re- 
ceive them, but to have them tell their mes- 
sage, to have them searched by those who 
are now listless and indifferent. ‘This is the 
dificulty which meets us continually ; 
which weighs with emphatic discourage- 
ment upon the minds of worldly men, and 
must exert a most depressing influence on 
our zeal, till referred in faith to Him on 
whose gracious aid we have reason to de- 
pend for the eye toread, and the mind to 
examine, the Scriptares we distribute.— 
This difficulty is peculiar to the dispositions 
of the natural mind to relation to the Bible, 
arising not so much from the iudisposition 
of the multitude to mental exertion in ge- 
neral, as from their peculiar indisposition 
to exert their mnds upon a hook of the 
make and contents of the Bible. The Bi- 
ble, left to itself to make its own way into 
the minds of men, is not adapted to attract

I listened with the liveliest p!easure to 
the interesting details exhibited to our view 
in the Annual Report.

well understood by all the advocates of Bi- 
ble Societies, and clearly explained to all 
whom they would gain to their cause.

I trust 1 do not differ from the 
sentiments of any of this assembly in the 
assertion, that this energetic struggle to en- 
poet hom fellow-creatures in the know- 
saving truth, by placing in their

the search of the listless and depraved 
multitudes among whom it ts to circulate. 
Curiesity in some, the pride of a little 
knowledge in others, may lead to its perus 
al; but among all the millions of the desti- 
tute, whose pride and curiosity have so li- 
tle occupation with hooks, and whose minds 
are so wdolent and bia-sed, there is reason 
to fear that the sacred volume of divine 
truth, unless assisted by a stronger influ- 
ence than that of its own unvarnished 
pages, in spite of ail its literary beauties, 
and spiritual treasures, will find but a scan- 
ty few to peruse itsinstructions. Were we 
to separate from the Bible the idea of its 
being accompanied tn tts circulation by a di 
vine energy, to awaken attention to its 
pages, and secure fiom the indifferent and 
the hostile that careful perusal which it is 
not sufficiently popular in its own make to 
obtain, it may be asserted, without rash- 
ness, that a volume of the same instruction, 
but more popular and attractive in its form, 
as it would more probably arsest the eye of 
the ignorant, might answer more appropri- 
ately in many of the walks of our distribu 
tion. Here, let it be remarked, | am not 
speaking of the fitness of the Bible for all 
the purposes of saving instruction to any 
who will apply themselves to its study. 
Given for a guide in the way of duty and 
salvation, to minds of every grade of intel. 
lect and learning, from the man who can 
bring all the lights of the most extensive 
literature to elucidate its doctrines, to bin, 
that can just spell out its sentences, the Bi- 
ble is its own best interpreter; so that 
there is no mah who will read it carefully, 
but may become acqnainted with every ar- 
ticle ef his daty, and every siocirine exsen- 
tial to salvation, This holy book is with 
out defect, as regards all the ends it was 
intended to answer. In the words of the 
learned Horsley, “1 will not seruple to 
assert, that the most illiterate Christian, i 
hecan but read his English Bible, and will 
take the pains to read it in the method of 
comparing Scripture with Scripture, will 
not only obtain all that practical knowledge 
which is necessary to bis salvation, but, bs 
God's bles-ing, become learned in every 
thing relating to his religion, in such a de- 
gree that he will not he liable to be misled, 
either by the refived arguments or by the 
false assertions of those who endeavour to 
engraft their own Opinions upon the oracles
